1. BlOGiU'i’Ric; 

a* Born 23 March 1912 In Estonia. 

b. Apparently graduated from the Tartu University Law Faculty 
as* i&x^&dlatsly prior to the Soviet occupation of Estonia* he was 
employed in the States Attorney's office in Tartu. At that time he 
reportedly also was a reserve officer of the Estonian army. 

c. When the Soviets arrived in Estonia la 1939* the appointed 
Estonian judges wars declared hostile to ths Soviet regime and 
undependable. The Soviet ^authorities* with the blessings of the NKVD* 
than appointed its own "reliable* Judges. Subject was one cf those 
appointed by the Soviets; he than served as a judge for the Soviets 
during the entire period of the Soviet occupation of Estonia. 

d. When the Germans occupied Estonia* Subject went Into biding 
in order to avoid imprisonment or execution because of hit collabora- 
tion with "the Soviets. However* he later surfaced and ; ultimately 
Joined the Estonian Uiviaioo of the German army where he served briefly 
as an officer* serving as a platoon commander. Be then deserted from 
the Estonian Division and fled to Ctecboslevakla. 

a. Little else Is known about KEEKD and hie activities until 
his arrival In the USA sometime in tbs early 195^'s. 

f. He Is presently married to Lydia KEEttO. 

g. Subject is employed In HYC* probably as a draftsman. 

h. He is a oeober of the Sakala fraternity.

svlos in the undercurrent a and wbo la constantly seeking to disrupt 
and disorient organized Eaton ian emigre political life, 

d. Us has reportedly circulated denunciatory 1 attars against 

other Baton lan emigres over a period of r*L / years, ( NOTE : It Is 

possible that at least one individual can he persuaded to appear as 

a witness against KEEKP who falsely but publicly denounced tbs former 
of " persecuting ar>d executing" Estonian refugee camps in West Germany 
after WW 11.) He has been particularly active in denouncing former 
Estonian officers, 

e. Because of his dlsrtsptlonlst tactics, he vat once eapolled 
from the L£L. lie then proceeded to form the "World Center of Estonian 
Fighters" which has only several weavers. 

f . Hany Estonian sources describe him as an individual who. In 
addition to disrupting and disorienting organii^d Estonian political 
life, has sponsored dissident organisations which have bad, and 
continue to have, as their sole purpose, the creation of splinter 
groups within the Estonian emigration. Inasmuch a e this priasrlly 
serves the purpose of the Soviet Intelligence, K&ESB is considered by 
hie fellow Estonian countrymen as serving, wittingly or unwittingly, 
the purposes of the Soviet Intelligence. 

g. As was reported earlier. Subject was the Individual responsible 
for bringing HEINE to the USA when HE! 5 £ could find to one else to 
sponsor him and his film in % the USA* 

h. KKKRD has admitted sending out denunciatory letters against 
RAGS In the RAUS-BEIHE controversy.
